a ratchet member slidably installed on the cart support for fixing the bag to 
the cart support. 

18. (Previously presented): The golf bag cart of claim 17, wherein the 
ratohet member has a bracket which is downwardly bent to be formed with an inner space 
so that an edge portion of tlie bag is inserted into the inner space, further comprising a 
guide portion having a hole into which a frame of the cart support is mserted into the hole 
so that the ratchet slidably ascends or descends along the frame, and jRjrther comprising a 
fixing portion for fixing the ratchet member at a piedetemiined position. 

19. (Previously presented): The golf bag cart of claim 17, wherein the 
fixing portion has a hinge shaft, a handle hingedly connected to the hinge shaft, and an 
eccentric portion integraUy formed at one end of the liandle, wherein the eccentric portion 
has a contacting point which is more apart from the center than other radius. 

20. (New): The golf bag cart of claim 17, wherein the bag has an inclined 
portion at a bottom side thereof, and wherein the pressurizing member is integrally 
connected to a lower portion of the inclined portion. 

21. (New): The golf bag cart of claim 17, wherein the pressurizing 
member is connected to the lower portion of the cart support by a rivet. 
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22. (New): The golf bag cart of claim 17, wherein the pressurizing 
membca- has a wedge portion at one end thereof, wherein the wedge portion is penetrated 
into a hole, and whcrdu die hole is located at a lower portion of the cart support. 

23. (New): The golf bag cart of claim 17, wherein the pressurizing 
member has a wedge portion at one end thereof, so that the wedge portion is penetrated 
into a hole, and wherein the hole is located at a front portion of the cart support 

24. (New): A golf bag cart comprising: 
a bag having an inner space; 

a cart support on which ttie bag is loaded; 

a pressurizing member fixed to the cart support such tliat the pressurizing member 
is rotated by a predetennined angle, the pressurizing member being pressurized against a 
ground surface and enduring the weight of the bag when the bag is inchned; 

a pluraUty of left and right leg members movably fixed to a middle portion of the 
cart support via a fixture such that the leg members are arranged to fonn a predetennined 
angle with respect to the fixttare, the leg members being folded by way of self weight 
when the bag is erected; 

wheel members fixed to free ends of the left and right leg members via brackets 
such that the wheel members are rotated, the wheel members being folded by way of self 
weight together with the Jeft and right leg members when the bag is erected; and 

a plurality of link members each having an end coupled to the pressurizing 
member, and an opposite end coupled to the leg members, the link members unfolding 
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the leg members while being elevated when the pressurizmg member is pressurized 
against tiie ground surface, and 

a ratchet member slidably installed on the cart support for fixing the bag to 
the cart siqiport. 

25. (New): The golfbag cart ofclaim 24, wherein the ratchet member 
has a bracket which is downwardly bent to be fonned with an inner space so that an edge 
portion of the bag is inserted into the inner space, further comprising a guide portion 
having a hole into which a frame of the cart support is inserted into the hole so that the 
ratchet slidably ascends or descends along the frame, and further comprising a fixing 
portion for fixing the ratchet member at a predetermined position. 

26. (New): Thcgolfbagcartof claim 24, wherein the fixing portion has a 
hinge shaft, a handle hingedly connected to the hinge shafi, and an eccentric portion 
integraUy fonned at one end of the liandle, wherein the eccentric portion has a contacting 
point which is more apart fix>m the center than other radius. 

27. (New): Thegolfbagcartof claim 24, wherein the bag has an inclined 
portion at a bottom side thereof, and wherein the pressurizing member is integrally 
connected to a lower portion of the inclined portion, 

28. (New): The golf bag cart of claim 24, wherem the pressurizing 
member is connected to the lower portion of the cart support by a rivet. 
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29. (New): The golf bag cart of claim 24, wherein the pressurizing 
member has a wedge portion at one end thereof, wherein tiie wedge portion is penetrated 
into a hole, and wherein the hole is located at a lower portion of the cart support, 

30. (New): The golfbag cart of claim 24, wherein the pressurizing 
member has a wedge portion at one end thereot so that the wedge portion is penetrated 
mto a hole, and wherein the hole is located at a front portion of the cart support. 
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
